Mr. lUonlc Wta Sent to England to Solicit 


-1 U1 tvail Efeitail—The Mesw«o He Sent 
tu J.LT, Rtenuniagcr Was the Oppotlt* of 
V.'hat ire Supposed. 


vho Southern Confederacywas only a 


icv; months old when a financial agent 
wtiw sent to England on a very impor- 
tant mission. Mr. Blank was apoliti- 
ci:iii tad a banker. He was also an ele- 
gitut [tontlcman, with many influential 
acquaintances on both sides of the wa- 
ter. 


Bploro-leaving Richmond he had a 


long talk with Memmmger, the secre- 
tary of the treasury. 


"HI find that England will aid us,'' 


ho said, "I will send you word by some 
reliable blockade, runner. It will bo a 
very brief message', but you will under- 
etand it, whilo it will mean nothing to 
I ho enemy if it should te intercepted." 


The confidential agent slipped tlrrough 


tiio lines, and ill less than n month was 
comfortably established i.u London. 
In 


the metropolis he found many southern, 
era and many prominent Englishmen 
who sympathized with ths secessionists. 
He saw Mr, Yaneey, the Confederate 
nnniste", every day, and tho two work- 
ed together iu harmony. Mr. Yaneey 
was a practical mau- and was not long 
in coming to the conclusion that no aid 
was to be expected from the British gov- 
ernment. 


"The abolition sentiment controls 


here,." he said to Mr. Bluiik. "Some oi 
the Etatesmeu would like to help the 
south in order to break up tho Union, 
but the people will never consent. The 
south will have to fight alone."

cruisers, but she managed to reach her 
destination without any serious mishap. 
In the course of'two or three days tho 
mysterious traveler called 011 Mr. Mem- 
ininger in Richmond and presented him 
with a button. The secretary cut off its 
covering iu a hurry and smiled when 
he read the word "successful. " 


"Did Mr. Blank show this message to

It has long been known to those who 


had dealing with the Japanese that 
commercial morality in Japan stand* 
almost on the lowest piano possible to a 
civilized people. With few exceptions 
even those Japanese who prove estima- 
ble and high minded in all other matters 
are not to be trusted in business trance-:, 
tioii. In Japan tho man who fails to 
take advantage of his neighbor iu a bar- 
gain is looked upon as a fool. The ex- 
planation of tti'i state of thirsts given 
by Bobert Yo.ri:,;, who edits a Kobe pa- 
per, is thftt •uierchu.'its in .Tapafi linve 
hitherto occnjied Iho lowest ntug on the 
social ladder, being deemed inferior to 
the tillera cf the soil and but little above 
the pariah fliws. Up to u comparatively 
recent piiitHi ti'iulei- was but another 
uftiuci for triclwwr and tho pursuit of 
commerce was held to arguo » lack of 
integrity. 
With changed commercial conditions 


this low standard seems to have re- 
mained unaltered, so that tho Japanese 
trader is always thinking how he can 
"best" the foreigner, and he will not 
fulfill his engagements if by so doing he 
is likely to suffer loss. Mr. Ynung gives 
cogent reasons for believing that the 
mikado's subjects soon will lose the for- 
eign customers they have gained unless 
their code of commercial morals is ma- 
terially and rapidly improved.

oorted that the country's foreign trade 
s seriously injured by merchants who 
end abroad matches that will not strike,
